I know Kirby Page ouite well and regard him as a strong Christian 
personality, sincere, and holding deep religious convictions by which he 
is honestly trying to live. As a matter of fact, for me Kirby Page falls 
into that group of a half-dozen Treat religious oeople whom I have had

^ Kirby Page is a forceful and oooular olatform and forum speaker. 

He speaks directly to the point, and in a very clear and logical 

manner. His subject matter is always on a theme pertinent to the problems 
which are facing Christian people today. Right now he is in the midst of 
a long three to four months tour across the country speaking on behalf of 
keeping America out 0 f war. His sole source of income is from his year- 
round speaking trips, and he is not connected with or working with any 
organization.

My delay in replying to your note of good comradeship and gift 
of more than $80 (see audit) would hardly indicate, in itself, 
the joy of^ our new central committee, headed by Paul Becker, and 
myself . - . nevertheless, it was a real help. This is a hard sum¬ 
mer to jar money loose from uneasy people,.but I am still at it. 
Starvation may, but has not yet, set,in. If Britain starves the 
Germans, FDR tends to starve me and mine. 

At our May 31 election, we adopted a platform and abandoned the 
idea of a watered-down clearing-house, when there is so much work 
to be done on which we had agreement. Anyhow, I am not inclined to 
toady along with the pressure boys who want peace-at-a-war-price. 

Paul Becker is a better president than our other one, for he knows 
what it is all about. 

Just now we are anti-conscriptioning, as per enclosures, tipoff 
from Ed Johnson of C.M.E. Lorena and I had "passes 11 to Grnnnell 
Institute and gathered strength unexpected from Muriel Lester, 

Guy Solt, S Raymond Mlson, Hans Simons, Klineberg, and others. 

I initiated grouping of some 50 pacifists three afternoons and 
we not only enjoyed fellowshipping, but delved into problems of the 
G.O. as Britain is meeting them 'ind how we can adapt ourselves. 

Ray had just come back from London with specifics. 

I chatted with Drath, local editorial writer, about C.O. problem and 
tho he is a Reserve Officer in Intelligence, is quite liberal and 
ivre'fc. -qrofrtwi an excellent editorial two weeks ago to effect that C.O. is 

a legitimate of war dep't plans, how Britain met cases, and that we 
should accord C.O.'s decency and fairplay. I couldn't have asked for 
a better one. It included figures on British disposition Ray gave me. 

To some 500 Nebraskans the last batch of anti—conscription state¬ 
ments left here today (temperature 110 degrees). Ed Johnson in¬ 
formed me today how Norman Thomas scored Burke in senate committee 
on approving Hitler's methods in Germany, as mentioned Aug. 30, 

1938,"in the New fork Herald-Tribune, on B's return from abroad: 

"In the things Hitler is actually doing to bring about the well- 
being of the entire German people, I think he is greater than Bis¬ 
marck." Such a senator, Norman/ went on, sponsors the conscription 
bill. Ed writes: "Burke was present when Norman made his statement 
and he looked as tho he had been smacked right between the eyes." 

Then Ed cited the official testimony, which I am sharing with Omaha 
and Lincoln papers. 

To each Demo and GOP nat'l convention delegate, we sent a tear-sheet 
of our new platform, a Nat'l Peace Conf "5 planks," and the enclosed 
letter from Paul and me. Three letters resulted, but it registered 
our views anyhow. 

Your keepamericaoutofwar booklet still is tops on the things involved. 
And I am selling Pacifist Handbooks too, which I carry with me. 

Sunday I began a systematic reading of your Religious Resources, and 







find it very helpful. My younger.brother who has secured a new job 
in dpcingfield. Mass., may receive a copy from me in a few weeks when 
I scrape up the money, as may my father. The brother is nearer 
marriage than ever before (age 30), but possibly not quite as close , 
as he is to conscription. 

If the registration system is inaugurated this fall, several of us 
here will be unable to do so conscientiously, even if it meant we 
would not be called for some years anyhow. We are planning to share 
ways and means to make ourselves most effective. Wilson and dolt 
passed along numerous suggestions foi? resultful approach to a 
tribunal. 

I personally am going to delve back into my recent years to discover 
pacifism got ahold of me and when, and write it into a form 
letter to mail to a list of friends.

I mailed the 3000 copies to addresses you gave. I trust they were 
there on schedule. They left here promptly on receipt of your 
request. 

Our apartment is 105 degrees these days, so I have been workng some 
in our chuch basement. At nights we sleep nude on a balcony under 
the open sky, on army cots. If it were not for that small balcony, 
we would decompose. 

Any time you care to write me a note, I shall read it with interest. 
Interim, count me as one who, tho full of faults, believes his eyes 
are clear on one vital matter of human brotherhood and who tries 
to deepen his pacifism and let it filter into more and more areas 
of personal and group living.

In addition the F.O.U:., on behalf of itself, the War Re- 
sisters 1 League and the group of pacifist ministers whom Dr. Allan 
K. Chalmers has been serving as secretary, has sent communications 
to responsible people throughout the country asking them to be re¬ 
sponsible for setting up simi1ar agencies in their respective commun¬ 
ities for rendering this service. Acceptances are beginning to come 
in. 

At a recent meeting of the United Pacifist Committee it was 
felt that it is imperative to coordinate so far as possible the 
activities of the various local boards and committees, to see to it 
that they receive the suggestions that aay be developed by the 
Metropolitan Board, material that may be put out by such organiza¬ 
tions as the Society of Friends, and also to provide a channel by 
which the local committees can inform each other and the Metropoli¬ 
tan Board of their experiences, questions that arise, etc., etc. 

It is felt that there should be a National Board of 
Conscientious Objectors to superintend this work of coordination, 
consult on general policies, etc., etc. It Is felt also that it is 
probably best, in view of the need of having some central location 
and the capacity and experience of many of the members of the 
Metropolitan Board, that this Board should constitute the nucleus 
of the National Board. It is however thought desirable to have 
a small number of additional people, not only in New York but 
elsewhere, who would also serve on the National Board and contri¬ 
bute their experience and wisdom as the crisis develops. 

I have been instructed to ask if you will serve in this 
capacity. I hope that you can do so without fall and that you can 
let me hear from you at the earliest possible moment.

Thank you for sending me a copy of your mimeo 
report of your recent travels around through the 
country. I am glad to get the report that the re¬ 
ligious movement against war is so vital. I can 
say that as far as we Methodists are concerned here 
in the East we are doing pretty well. Dr. L.O.Hart¬ 
man, editor of our Independent Weekly, so-called, 
has apparently been swept into the crowd who are 
clamoring for drastic action against Hitler. He is 
disappointing to us on this score and he is getting 
a very good pummeling for his views. 

Some time ago I called together a large group 
of ministers for the purpose of fellowship and 
discussion. We met at Worcester and the meeting proved 
to be a great boon to us all. I hope as soon as 
possible to get a group to come together agafon. 

Within about two weeks I am speaking to a group 
of ministers and leading laymen in this section on 
"The Christian Church in a world of conflict". Do you 
have anything to say on this? If you have I would be 
delighted to get a word from you and would be happy to 
give you all the credit 6or any statement you care to 
make.

My dear sir and brother: 

As a retired minister who heard you over the radio on Sunday nfcght, I ven¬ 
ture to point out some of what seem to me the inconsistencies and unfair statements in 
which you ultra pacifists always indulge. That I am not a believer in war per se , goes 
without saying. 

First, why is it that you insist on so literal a compliance with the letter 
of Jesus' sayings (though as I read my New Testament He never said a word about war or 
international relations), while disregarding many of those sayings which have to do with 
your personal lives? It seems to me we have more responsibility for our personal lives 
than we have for national conduct. Yet how many of the ultra pacifists "lay up treas¬ 
ures on earth" in one form of another? How many of them make up their dinner parties 
on the principles laid down by Jesus? How many give double or more to those who adc of 
them? And, after all, in your oonstant recommendation of non-violent resistance to 
evil and evil-doers, you contravene Jesus teachings, for He plainly enjoins us that 
we resist not evil, either violently or otherwise. 

Again, why do you say that war must always result in more and still more 
war, ard final destruction; when you live in a nation whose existence was established by 
war, whose continued completeness was perpetuated by war; and in a section of the Unit¬ 
ed States which was taken from Mexico by one of the most unjust wars in our history - 
in fact the most unjust. You ought to find a home in the Louisiana Purchase somewhere 
if you are consistent. After all, the British government has been in existence well on 
to a thousand years, which is something of a reoord of solidity for a nation which was 
founded by war and has been maintained by military and naval strength. 

The trouble with you brethren is that you indulge in wish thinking and wish 
reasoning, rather than face frankly the truth. I know, for example, some folks who would 
agree with your fundamental principle of the "law of the harvest", but who would say that 
the Allies in 1918 sowed the seeds of foolish weakness and concession in their treatment 
of Germany, and are now reaping the harvest of their folly. I know others who would say 
that these nations have sowed a seed-time of carelessness and short-sightedness in their 
neglect of proper military preparation, and now reap the harvest of such folly. To my 
mind, either line of reasoning has as much backing in the facts of the case, as that 
which you presented on Sunday night. And if the law of the harvest works so inexorably 
as you told us, why has there been no harvest from the seven years of sowing of conces¬ 
sion and "appeasement" which immediately preceded the present war? What did Denmark, 
Norway, Holland, Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia, and Finland sow which brou^it to them the 
harvest they have garnered? Undoubtedly the law of the harvest does apply to national 
as well as to individual affairs; but the simple truth is that it is a much more remote 
and a much more complicated affair than you would have had us believe. 

Again, are you really so naive as to believe if Great Britain and the United 
States had "set free" their "subject peoples", that the beautiful peace you pictured 
would have come to the world? I think it is obvious that such a course would result in 
civil war in India, possibly in the Philippines also, and would certainly mean that 
Russia and Japan would aroop down on the released regions tnd gather them in. And, inci¬ 
dentally, what has China sown to deserve the harvest she has had in the past four years? 

Now, I quite agree that the treaty of Versailles was unjust, and I am sure 
if a wiser course and a kindlier one had been pursued in 1918 to 1930, let us say.

there might have been no Hitler. I am by no means sure this would have been the case, 
for the military oaste in Germany was never really subdued, and only gave outward as¬ 
sent to the Republic as a temporary means to avert worse conditions, from their stand¬ 
point. Moreover, I am quite fully persuaded that if the conditions of the Versailles , 
treaty had been ever so mild and at the same/llS8^uate military foroe had ngfc been pro¬ 
vided in some form to maintain international peace, the results would probably have been 
much as they have been. As a matter of fact, thebe is not a square mile o^ ground on 

the earthwhere anything lilfe freedom exists, which has not been set up and safeguarded 

directly or indirectly, by the use of force. And the attempts by you ultra-pacifists 
to discriminate between military force and police force, are sigply special pleading • 

The two things are, as we used to say when I practiced law, "on all fours.* 

Now, I am not glad these things are as I have stated them. I wish it were true 

that kindness and s ubmission to evil would bring about reformation on the part of the 
evil-doers. But the simple truth is, that all history proves the contrary, with an 
occasional, possible exception here and there. Why have not the Jews obtained recog¬ 
nition and fair treatment by their centuries of submission to unjust treatment? And, 

I might also ask, what seed did that people sow that brought them such a harvest of 
persecution? You surely are not one of those ibolish people who solemnly proclaim that 
the Jewish nation is under the *ourse of God tt for their leaders' rejection of Jesus. 

Moreover, when the house is on fire, it is not a time to sit down and point out 
to the owner how he might have prevented the disaster if he had done more wisely. First 
put out the fire - then study the lessons to be gained fflom past mistakes. We can not 
now change the past. We must go on from now. What recommendations have you good people 
for the present situation? I have never heard from one of you any suggestion which was 
calculated to afford a solution of the problem, or which dealt with the situation from 
the standpoint of the realities of the case. Wish thinking, refusal to reoognize ac¬ 
tual conditions, treatment of the exceptional as if it were typical - failure to sug¬ 
gest any feasible remedy - these are the lines of discussion you follow, or fail to 
follow, in all the discourses or writings I have ever seen or heard. You mean well, 
bub you fail to measure up to the conditions which exist.

I might explain my own position a little further by saying that 
in my judgment Jesus never had in mind international relations, or 
gave them a thought. He dealt solely with the relations of the individ¬ 
ual with God and with his fellows. That does not mean that His principles 
have no place in public and international affairs; but it is, to my mind, 
absurd to apply them literally in such affairs as you friends seek to 
do. We even do not do this in our personal conduct, as 1 have already 
indicated - why then stick to the letter in public matters? I think 
it is too obvious to need argument (Dr. Fosdiok to the contrary being 
wrong, in my judgment) that our personal and? our public duties cannot 
be decided by the same standards. For example, I would never name 
either Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. Willkie for President, if the choice were 
mine; bu4 I am practically compelled to vote for one or the other.

Dr. Gilbert 
prepared a considerable part of 
the material presented before the 
Dies Committee, with respect to 
the teaching of atheism and com¬ 
munism in tax-supported schools 
SPEAKS HERE TONIGHT 

In an interview today he said, 

"I expect to lift the lid tonight 
in the Bowl. The people have a 
right to know, and the people 
should know, about these forces 
in high places that are seeking to 
undermine our country ^ and de¬ 
stroy our most cherished institu¬ 
tions. The real fifth columnists 
are not the illiterate aliens. The 
real subversivists are representa- 
t i v e s of the home-grown and 
home-brewed type of isms. 

"There is not so much danger 
of the importation Qf Russian bol¬ 
shevism or German nazism. The 
real danger is the production of 
the forces of decay inwardly. The 
enemy within our gates consists 
of those who are betraying their 
native land in order to seize per¬ 
sonal power for themselves.”

Dear Kirby: 

I returned yesterday from six-weeks in the East, and was 
glad to find your letter with its enclosure. We are glad to have 
that material and will use it at the appropriate times if the 
controversy continues. I myself go to Berkeley next Tuesday to be 
visiting lecturer at the Pacific School of Relgion for elfeven weeks, 
and so will not be here when you speak, to my deep regret. Also, by 
being away when the newspaper attack began, and now going off again 
so soon, I have not been in touch with immediate developments, but 
Dr. Ide, the fine Congregational minister who was twice visited by- 
local committees in Redlands during the World War with the sug¬ 
gestion that his sermons be more patriotic, has directed the 
response or defense, and has talked things over several times with 
Mrs. Cranston who was here when I was away. I shall leave what 
you have now sent me with Dr. Ide w r hen I go. If the Facts still 
fusses I shall myself want to write them a letter, but I hope that the 
work of Dr. Anderson in yesterday’s paper, and that of the others, as 
enclosed, may dispose of the opposition, especially after the Facts 
shall have presumably praised the last evening's address ofl Dan 
Gilbert, of which I enclose a copy from the open-minded San 
Bernardino Sun , which dislikes the Facts and presumably has stressed 
Gilbert's talk in order to show to what extremes the critics of the 
Forum go. ..Several thinking men who heard Gilbert last evening told 
me that he was very fantastic. The general -{Peeling is that this 
unexpected controversy is going to be a fine advertisement for your 
meetings, and thatnthey will be crowded, mostly with the open-minded. 

I regret that there has been this opposition, for like you 
I do not like to have a fight. I had even hoped that you did not 
know about this agitation. But it has brought forth some fine 
statements as by a housewife and a photographer, to say nothing of a 
letter from Dr. Ide which should have disposed of the matter. I am 
sure that the Forum Committee will not back down; we are glad that 
since the issue is raised it has come over so fine an asset as you. 

We went through this same Facts opposition here both when Dr. Albert 
B. Coe came to speak for the Emergency Peace Campaign and when 
Julian Bfcyan showed pictures of the Soviet Union at the University. 

In each case the Facts demanded that the meetings be called off, but 
we had them and won out. It chances, by the way, that in each case I 
was the presiding officer, as I should like to be if I were to be 
here on September 29th. With best regards.

Dear Mr. Page; 

It was a great privilege to be permitted to 
visit your home and to discuss with you your position 
regarding peaceful settlement of international difficulties. 

The book which you seiit to me - "Religious 
Resources" - has become one of my most treasured possessions. 

Religious resources must in the hours of trial 
and tribulations be my mainstay. My god is ultimately the 
source of my courage and my will. 

As a conscientious objector I have registered 
with the Presbyterian Chuch. 

But, there arises a dilemma - I am also enlisted 
in the California Naval Militia. 

The bonflict may lead to courtmartial, torture, 
or death. These I shall neither oppose or retreat from. 

If it were possible, service with the Friend's 
Service Commission, the Fellowship of Reconciliation or 
other similar constructive organization would be my choice 
of affiliations. 

Socially I have already begun to feel the effect 
of my position. Some persons have been pleased to question 
my sanity, my character, and my association with the 
peace movement. These are the least difficult of tests. 

My mother will and has expressed herself as being 
in opposition to my position of conscientious objector. This 
will be the greater tragedy. 

Need I say that I fully appreciate your kindness 
to me and your great work for mankind.
